sents. Although the association’s 
headquarters here are within three ; 
minutes of the capitol, the P. A. A, 
officers are taking no chances in; 
letting detrimental ideas get as far] 
as the legislative halls. 

Millions of dollars have been 
saved for Pennsylvania automobile 
owners during the past seven years 
by the P. A. A., which has acted 
as a watchdog not only for the 
automotive trade, but for every one 
owning or operating motor vehi- 
cles in Pennsylvania, the records 
show. Seven years ago the auto- 
mobile industry, and especially the 
division represented by dealers, 
was so overburdened with taxation 
that the average dealer stayed in 
business only five years. There 
were a number of taxes which the 
association has been able to have 
either abolished or modified, in- 
cluded among which was a tax of 
$100 which dealers were forced to 
pay before they could sell used 
cars. The dealer’s title fee was 
reduced from $2 to 50 cents, and 
a similar tax on used cars also was 
reduced from $2 to the same 
amount. 

Through the efforts of the P. A. 
A. in the Legislature here, pur- 
chasers of automobiles now sign 
only one affidavit at a cost of 50 
cents instead of four affidavits at 
a cost of $2. On advice of the as- 
sociation legislation was enacted 
providing that a person wishing to 
sell a car with an encumbrance 
must show a fully paid receipt be- 
fore the transaction is consum- 
mated.

IVE of the so-called “Chrysler plan” test cases have been 

definitely settled by the United States Supreme Court, 

and settled against the Chrysler Company. In effect, the 

court’s decision is that the states have a right to regulate 

automobile insurance sold with cars inside their boundaries. 

Like some other court decisions, the court action was 

a trifle late. The Chrysler Company discontinued the plan 

last summer, so that the effect of the decision is rather lost, 

except in so far as it will doubtless prevent other companies 
from trying out a similar plan. 

* 


A plan that might with profit be imitated by other 
companies doing a transport business has been put into 
effect by the People’s Motor Coach Company and its sub- 
sidiaries. It consists in awarding medals to those drivers 
who go through the year with a perfect record for safe 
driving. Nineteen operatives were able to qualify under the 
specifications and have been given their medals. With a 
spirit of emulation working and with a feeling that the 
company has a really paternal interest in how they do their 
work, more of the drivers should qualify for the decoration 


next year.

IGURES of interest are compiled in a really monumental 
survey of market conditions in its territory by the 
Minneapolis Journal. Those dealing with the automobile are 
of particular interest. In the so-called “red” wards (a color 
chosen mérely for convenience and without political signifi-

C. F. Kettering Tells 
Cleveland Club of 
Developments 


LEVELAND, Nov. 8.— 
America is on the eve of 
a complete revision in meth- 
ods of refining petroleum for - 
use of the motor industry 
which will mean double mile- 
age from gasoline, C. F. Ket- 
tering, research engineer and 
vice-president of General Mo- 
tors, revealed in a talk last 
night at the monthly meeting 
of the Branch Managers’ 
Club of the Cleveland Trust 
Company. 
“We are on the eve of a complete 
revision of the refining of petrol- 
eum for use of 
the motor indus- 
try,”’ Mr. Ketter- 
ing said. “If we 
succeed in get- 
ting 3 per cent. 
more power out 
of the fuel we 
will double the 
mileage even if 
94 per cent does 
go to waste.”

“The prime motive for research 
is to keep people reasonably dis- 
satisfied with the things they have.

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Counting the Cost | 

OST of us realize that traffic delays and congestion are | 
M becoming major~problems in city administration | 
today. The actual cost of congestion in business which is not | 
done but which would have been consummated if there had | 
been no traffic tie-ups is hard to get at and we never have 
had anv very accurate figures in this connection. 

The Albert Russel Erskine Bureau for Traffic Research, 
established at Harvard under the leadership of Dr. Miller 
McClintock, is just finishing a ten months’ survey of traffic 
conditions in Chicago. As a result of this study of traffic 
conditions in a city which has a difficult problem, we shali| 

robably learn a good deal more regarding the actual cost 
dollars and cents of vehicular congestion in great cities. 
In a preliminary report from the bureau, an estt- 
mate is made that $27,000,000 can be saved in Chicago 
alone if a 10 per cent. improvement in traffic delays can 
be effected. Furthermore the bureau states that from 
actual demonstration the speed and volume of traffic 
flow can be increased from 25 to as much as 50 per cent. 
by certain types of regulation. 

’ Taking these figures as a basis, we find that a 50 per) 
cent. improvement in Chicago’s traffic would produce $270,-| 
000,000 more business than is now transacted. If we then | 
apply the Chicago total to our national traffic problem it; 
becomes a question of billions of dollars wasted every year. | 

In speaking of present conditions and the possibilities | 
of relief Dr. McClintock said: “From the standpoint of 
movement of vehicles it is not an exaggeration to say that 
there are few cities in the United States that use even the} 
most congested streets to more than 75 per cent. of their capa-| 
city. The system of traffic control put into effect in Los; 
Angeles increased the volume of traffic flow on the congested | 
arteries more than 50 per cent. and reduced expense and fa-| 
talities more than 30 per cent. I know that by one move in| 
Chicago it will be possible to reduce the number of trucks | 
used in delivery of merchandise and freight in the central 
part of the city by approximately 35 per cent.” 

During the survey in Chicago the cost of city transporta- 
tion of various commodities was ascertained. It was dis- 
covered that the drayage costs in the city, borne by retailer 
and consumer, ran from 25 to 50 per cent. of the total freight 
rate from the original point of shipment. This is an appall- 
ing waste, and when its total certainty reaches into billions 
of dollars the need for national action to end it is apparent. 


Americans in Paris 

ss NE very significant aspect of the Paris salon is the 

large number of American exhibitors. That they are 
jJaunching a determined attack on the European market can- 
not be doubted, for three of the most powerful groups of 
automobile manufacturers in the United States are showing 
for the first time small cars expressly designed to fulfill 
European requirements as regards construction, perform- 
ance and appearance.” This from one of our British con- 
temporaries calls attention to the initial success of our manu- 
facturers in formulating their plans for an even greater 
effort to capture the export markets of Europe. 

Our automotive industry can sell motor vehicles in 
Europe, in spite of adverse duties, below the price at which 
European manufacturers can build them. There is no ques- 
tion about the quality of the American cars. The perform- 
ance characteristics of our cars are far better than those of 
foreign built machines in similar price ranges. The one real 
obstacle that has stood in the way of a wholesale capture of 
European markets by our manufacturers has been the fact 
that cars designed for American use are not entirely suited 
to European conditions. That obstacle is rapidly being over- 
come, and the next few years should see a splendid growth of 
gales in the markets of a rejuvenated Europe.

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PRICES FIRMER 
IN STEEL TRADE 


Recession in Demand! 


For Automotive 
Industry Seen 


ITTSBURGH, Nov. 8.— 
Firmer prices in steels 

and pig iron mark the week 
in the iron and steel industry 
in the Pittsburgh district. 


This stiffening of iron prices: 
followed closely by the sharp: 
advances in fuel costs, par-| 
ticularly beehive coke, is add-! 
ing substantially to the cost | 


of producing iron. 

Production average is about the 
same, between 75 and 80 per cent. 
of capacity, and the larger inter- 
ests are beginning to fortify them- 
selves on requirements for the 
winter months in raw materials. 

November and December prom- 
ise to see a further recession in the 
demand for automobile steels, ow- 
ing to inventory taking by the lead- 
ing consumers in the Detroit dis- 
trict. Recessions to date, however, 
have been felt more in strip steel, 
hot and cold rolled, than in full 
finished or ordinary sheet grades. 
Curtailment by the Ford Motor 
Company of its production sched- 
ules to a five-day week basis is 
being felt by some Youngstown in- 
terests, from whom Ford has been 
taking generous tonnages of rolled 
steels. 


Fortunately, there has been no 
price weakness, so far as the 
primary producers are concerned. 
In fact, the firmness of the sheet. 
market has been one of the feat- 
ures of the fall trade, caused in 
large measure, of course, by the 
firmness of semi-finished steel, 
and especially in sheet bars. Non- 
integrated sheet rollers are 
obliged. to pay $36 per ton for 
sheet bars, a price which has re- 
mained firm despite efforts to 
dislodge it. 

Sheet mill schedules, which have 
been firm to date, are now show- 
ing signs of becoming spotty, and 
mills scheduled at the beginning 
of the week are not always guar- 
ahteed a full week’s run. However, 
schedules are being fairly well 
maintained, and show for the next 
week, in the Mahoning Valley, 108 
of 127 mills in action. 

Day-to-day buying of sheets 
keeps up well, and in many cases 
is surprisingly high. Sheet mill 
operations of the American Sheet 
and Tin Plate Company average 
$0 per cent. of capacity; the inde- 
pendents average between 85 and 
90 per cent. The leading interest’s 
tin mill operation is practically 
full, being 92.4 per cent. 

Contributing largely to the fall- 
ing off of buying of steel by auto- 
mobile companies is the cotton 
situation in the South, which is 
holding back expenditures for au- 
tomobiles, etc.
